Channel One is an innovative 
news program. Introduced by 
Whittle Communications, Chan- 
nel One is a twelve minute news 
broadcast that reports the day’s 
news and various topics that are 
of interest to today’s students via 
satellite. The Channel One cast 
mainly consists of teens like our- 
selves. They are Michelle Ruiz, 
Kathy Kronenberger, Hicks 
Neal, and Mark Carter. If your 
school or community has a 
unique event that one may think 
is newsworthy you can call a 
1-800 number and if they like it, 
they’ll bring a film crew to your 
school. By subscribing to Chan- 
nel One, the school receives 
monitors to install in every class- 
room to watch the broadcast. 
These monitors can also be 
hooked up to the local cable 
company to receive educational 
programs that were unattainable 
before. Whittle communications 
also gives the schools new video 
cassette recorders, or as we know 
them VCRs, to tape or watch 
special programs. In our hal- 
lowed halls you may have no- 
ticed not all the classrooms have 
the Channel One monitor.

Newspaper is an elective En- 
glish class and is designed to pro- 
duce an informing newspaper to 
keep up on current events hap- 
pening in school.
